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1353  An  interesting  lot  of  extremely  scarce  Civil  War  era  philatelic  and  numismatic 
material.  During  the  Civil  War,  when  there  was  a shortage  of  hard  money, 
postage  stamps  were  used  for  currency.  In  consequence  the  idea  of  en- 
closing them  in  envelopes  was  evolved.  Stamps  to  the  amount  indicated  on 
the  envelopes  were  enclosed,  and  the  envelopes  with  their  enclosures  were 
then  used  for  currency,  thus  preserving  the  stamps  from  disintegration  by 
handling.  These  envelopes  are  seldom  seen,  and  it  is  unlikely  that  another 
lot  as  extensive  as  this  will  ever  turn  up.  The  envelopes  were  made  by 
various  envelope  manufacturers  of  the  time,  with  advertising.  They  are 
very  small,  smaller  than  the  average  pay  envelope  in  use  today.  The  backs 
of  some  have  been  removed  showing  just  the  front  with  the  printing  and 
advertising.
